The  Houfe  of  xMTembiy,  fenfibly  affected  by  a  recollection  of  the  eminent  fer- 
vices  of  George  Wafhington,  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  and  defirous  of 
diffufing  among  the  citizens  of  this  ftate  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  which 
have  directed  his  adm'miftration, 

Refohed,  That  the  late  excellent  addrefs  of  the  Prefident  of  the  United 
States  is  entitled  to  a  place  in  the  journals  of  this  houfe. 

Which  addrefs  is  as  follows : 

TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 
Friends  Eff  Fellow-Citizens, 

THE  period  for  a  new  election  of  a  citizen  to  adminifter  the  executive 
government  of  the  United  States  being  not  far  diftant,  and  the  time  ac- 
tually arrived  when  your  thoughts  muftbe  employed  in  designating  the  per- 
fon  who  is  to  be  cloathed  with  that  important  truft,  it  appears  to  me  proper, 
efpecially  as  it  may  conduce  to  a  more  diftinct  cxpreflion  of  the  public  voice, 
that  I  fhould  now  apprife  you  of  the  rcfolution  I  have  formed,  to  decline  being 
confidered  among  the  number  of  thofe  out  of  whom  a  choice  is  to  be  made. 

I  beg  you,  at  the  fame  time,  to  do  me  the  juftice  to  be  afTured,  that  this  re- 
folution  has  not  been  taken  without  a  ftrict  regard  to  all  the  confiderations 
appertaining  to  the  relation  which  binds  a  dutiful  citizen  to  his  country  ;  and 
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that,  in  withdrawing  the  tender  of  fervice  which  filence  in  my  ficuation  might 
imply,  I  am  influenced  by  no  diminution  of  zeal  for  your  future  intereft  ;no 
deficiency  of  grateful  refped  for  your  pafl  kindnefs  ;  but  am  fupported  by  a 
full  conviction  that  the  ftep  is  compatible  with  both. 

The  acceptance  of,  and  continuance  hitherto  in  the  office  to  which  your  fuf- 
frages  have  twice  called  me,  have  been  a  uniform  facrifice  of  inclination  to  the 
opinion  of  duty,  and  to  a  deference  for  what  appeared  to  be  your  dcfire.  I 
conftantly  hoped,  that  it  would  have  been  much  earlier  in  my  power,  confif- 
tently  with  motives  which  I  was  no!  at  liberty  to  difregard,  to  return  to  that 
retirement  from  which  I  had  been  reluctantly  drawn.  The  ftrength  of  my 
refolution  to  do  this,  previous  to  the  laft  election,  had  even  led  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  an  addrefs  to  declare  it  to  you  ;  but  mature  reflection  on  the  then  per- 
plexed and  critical  poftv.re  of  our  affairs  with  foreign  nations,  and  the  unani- 
mous advice  of  perfons  entitled  to  my  confidence,  impelled  me  to  abandon  the 
idea. 

I  rejoice  that  the  ftate  of  your  concerns,  external  as  well  as  internal,  no  longer 
renders  the  purfuit  of  inclination  incompatible  with  the  fentiment  of  duty,°or 
propriety  ;  and  am  perfuaded,  whatever  partiality  may  be  retained  for  my  Ser- 
vices, that  in  the  prefent  circumftances  of  our  country,  you  will  not  difapprovc 
my  determination  to  retire. 

The  impreffions  with  which  I  firft  undertook  the  arduous  truft,  were  ex- 
plained on  the  proper  occafion.  In  the  difcharge  of  this  truft,  I  will  only  fay, 
that  I  have,  with  good  intentions,  contributed  towards  the  organization  and 
adminiftration  of  the  government,  the  bed  exertions  of  which  a  very  fallible 
judgment  was  capable.  Not  unconfeious,  in  the  outfet,  of  the  inferiority  of 
my  qualifications,  experience  in  my  own  eyes,  perhaps  ftill  more  in  the  eyes  of 
others,  has  ftrengthened  the  motives  to  diffidence  of  myfelf ;  and  every  day 
the  increafing  weight  of  years  admonifhes  me  more  and  more  that  the  fhade  of. 
retirement  is  as  neceflary  to  me  as  it  will  be  welcome.  Satisfied  that  if  any  cir- 
cumftances have  given  peculiar  value  to  my  fervices,  they  were  temporary  I 
have  the  confolation  to  believe,  that  while  choice  and  prudence  invite  me' to 
quit  the  political  fcene,  patriotifm  does  not  forbid  it. 

In  looking  forward  to  the  moment,  which  is  intended  to  terminate  the  career 
of  my  public  life,  my  feelings  do  not  permit  me  to  fufpend  the  deep  acknowl 
ledgment  of  that  debt  of  gratitude  %vhich  I  owe  to  my  beloved  country  for 
the  many  honours  it  has  conferred  upon  me  ;  ftill  more  for  the  ftedfaft  confi- 
dence with  which  it  has  fupported  me  ;  and  for  the  opportunities  I  have 
thence  enjoyed  of  manifefting  my  inviolable  attachment,  by  fervices  faithful 
and  perfevering,  though  in  ufefuinefs  unequ  al  to  my  zeal.  If  benefits  have  re 
fulted  to  our  country  from  thefe  fervices,  let  it  always  be  remembered  to  your 
praife,  and  as  an  inftructive  example  in  our  annals,  that  under  circumftances 
in  which  the  paffions,  agitated  in  every  direction,  were  liable  to  mifiead  amidft 
appearances  fometimes  dubious— viciffitudes  of  fortune  often  difcouAinff— 
in  fixations  in  which  not  unfrequently  want  of  fuccefs  has  countenanced  the 
fpirit  of  criticifm— the  conftancy  of  your  fupport  was  the  effential  prop  of  the 
efforts,  and  a  guarantee  of  the  plans  by  which  they  were  effected.— Profoundly 
penetrated  with  this  idea,  I  fhall  carry  it  with  me  to  my  grave,  as  a  ftron?  in 
citement  to  unceafing  vows  that  Heaven  may  continue  to  you  the  choiceit  to- 
kens of  us  beneficence— that  your  union  and  brotherly  affection  may  be  per 
petual— that  the  free  conftitution,  which  is  the  work  of  your  hands    may  be 
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facredly  maintained — that  its  adminiftration  in  every  department  may  be 
ftamped  with  wifdom  and  virtue — that,  in  fine,  the  happinefs  of  the  people  of 
thrfe  ftatcs,  under  the  aufpicies  of  liberty,  may  be  made  complete,  by  fo  careful 
.1  prefervation  and'fo  prudent  a  ufe  of  this  bleffmg  as  will  acquire  to  them  the 
glory  of  recommending  it  to  the  applaufc,  the  affection  and  the  adoption  of 
CVery  nation  which  is  yet  a  ftranger  to  it. 

Here,  perhaps,  I  ought  to  (lop.  But  a  folicitude  for  your  welfare,  which 
cannot  end  but  with  my  life,  and  the  apprehenfion  of  danger,  natural  to  that 
folicitude,  urge  me,  on  an  occafion  like  the  prefent,  to  offer  to  your  folemn 
contemplation,  and  to  recommend  to  your  frequent  review,  fomc  fentiments, 
which  are  the  refult  of  mudi  reflection,  of  no  inconfider.ible  obfervation,  and 
which  appear  to  me  all  important  to  the  permanency  of  your  felicity  as  a  peo- 
ple. Thefe  will  be  offered  to  you  with  the  more  freedom,  as  you  can  onlv  fee  in 
them  the  difintcrefted  warnings  of  a  parting  friend,  who  can  poiliblv  have  no 
perfonal  motive  to  bias  his  counfel.  Nor  can  1  forget,  as  an  encouragement  to 
it,  your  indulgent  reception  of  my  fentiments  on  a  former  and  not  diffimilar 
occafion. 

Interwoven  as  is  the  love  of  liberty  with  every  ligament  of  your  hearts,  no 
recommendation  of  mine  is  neceffary  to  fortify  or  confirm  the  attachment. 

The  unity  of  government  which  constitutes  you  one  people,  is  alfo  now  dear 
to  you.  It  is  juftly  fo  ;  for  it  is  a  main  pillar  in  the  edifice  of  your  real  in- 
dependence, the  fupport  of  your  tranquility  at  home,  your  peace  abroad  ;  of 
your  fafety  ;  of  your  profperity  ;  of  that  very  liberty  which  you  fo  highly 
prize.  But  as  it  is  eafy  to  forefee,  that  from  different  caufes  and  from  differ- 
ent quarters,  much  pains  will  be  taken,  many  artifices  employed,  to  weaken  in 
your  minds  the  conviction  of  this  truth  ;  as  this  is  the  point  in  your  political 
fortrefs  againfl  which  the  batteries  of  internal  and  external  enemies  will  be 
mod  conftantly  and  actively  (though  often  covertly  and  infidioufly)  directed, 
it  is  of  infinite  moment  that  you  fhould  properly  cftimate  the  immenfe  value 
of  your  national  union  to  your  collective  and  individual  happinefs  ;  that  you 
fhould  cherifh  a  cordial,  habitual  and  immoveable  attachment  to  it ;  accufiom- 
ing  yourfelves  to  think  and  fpeakofit  as  of  the  palladium  of  your  political 
fafety  and  profperity  ;  watching  for  its  prefervation  with  a  jealous  anxiety  ; 
difcountenancing  whatever  may  fuggeft  even  a  fufpicion  that  it  can  in  any 
event  be  abandoned  ;  and  indignantly  frowning  upon  the  firfl  dawning  of 
every  attempt  to  alienate  any  portion  of  our  country  from  the  reft,  or  to  en- 
feeble the  facred  ties  which  now  link  together  the  various  parts. 

For  this  you  have  every  inducement  of  fympathy  and  intereft.  Citizens,  by 
birth  or  choice,  of  a  common  country,  that  country  has  a  right  to  concentrate 
your  affections.  The  name  of  American,  which  belongs  to  you  in  your  na- 
tional capacity,  mufl  always  exalt  the  juft  pride  of  patriotifm  more  than  any 
appellation' derived  from  local  difcriminations.  With  flight  fhades  of  differ- 
ence, you  have  the  fame  religion,  manners,  habits  and  political  principles.  You 
have  in  a  common  caufe  fought  and  triumphed  together  ;  the  independence 
and  liberty  you  poffefs  are  the  work  of  joint  councils,  and  joint  efforts,  of 
common  dangers,  fufferings  and  fucceffes. 

But  thefe  confiderations,  however  powerfully  they  addrefs  themfelves  to 
your  fenfibility,  are  greatly  outweighed  by  thofe  which  apply  more  immedi- 
ately to  your  intereft — Here  every  portion  of  our  country  finds  the  moft  com- 
manding motives  for  carefully  guarding  and  preferving  the  union  of  the 
whole. 
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The  North,  in  an  unreftrained  intercourfe  with  the  South,  protected  by  the 
equal  laws  of  a  common  government,  finds  in  the  productions  of  the  latter, 
great  additional  refources  of  maritime  and  commercial  enterprife  and  precious 
materials  of  manufacturing  induftry.  The  South,  in  the  fame  intercourfe,  be- 
nefiting by  the  agency  of  the  North,  fees  its  agriculture  grow  and  its  com- 
merce expand.  Turning  partly  into  its  own  channels  the  feamcn  of  the  North, 
it  finds  its  particular  navigation  invigorated  : — and  while  it  contributes,  in 
different  ways,  to  nourifh  and  increafe  the  general  mafs  of  the  national  navi- 
gation, it  looks  forward  to  the  protection  of  a  maritime  ftrength,  to  which  it- 
felf  is  unequally  adapted.  The  Eajl,  in  like  intercourfe  with  the  Weft,  already 
finds,  and  in  the  progreflivc  improvement  of  interior  communication,  by  land 
and  water,  will  more  and  more  find  a  valuable  vent  for  the  commodities  which 
it  brings  from  abroad,  or  manufactures  at  home.  The  Weft  derives  from  the 
Eaft  fupplies  requifiteto  its  growth  and  comfort — and  what  is  perhaps  of  flill 
greater  confequence,  it  muft  of  neceffity  owe  the  ftecure  enjoyment  of  indifpen- 
i'able  outlets  for  its  own  productions  to  the  weight,  influence,  and  the  future 
maritime  ftrength  of  the  Atlantic  fide  of  the  union,  directed  by  an  indiflbhible 
community  of  intereft  as  one  nation.  Any  other  tenure  by  which  the  We/}  can 
hold  this  effential  advantage,  whether  derived  from  its  own  feparate  ftrength, 
or  from  an  apoftate  and  unnatural  connection  with  any  foreign  power,  muft 
be  intrinfically  precarious. 

"While  then  every  part  of  our  country  thus  feels  an  immediate  and  particu- 
lar intereft  in  union,  all  the  parties  combined  cannot  fail  to  find  in  the  united 
mafs  of  means  and  efforts  greater  ftrength,  greater  refource,  proportionabl  y 
greater  fecurity  from  external  danger,  a  lefs  frequent  interruption  of  their 
peace  by  foreign  nations  ; — and  what  is  of  ineftimable  value  !  they  muft  de- 
rive from  union  an  exemption  from  thofe  broils  and  wars,  between  themfelves 
which  fo  frequently  afflict  neighbouring  countries  not  tied  together  by  the 
fame  government ;  which  their  own  rivalfhips  alone  would  be  fufficient  to 
produce,  but  which  oppofite  foreign  alliances,  attachments  and  intrin-ues 
would  ftimulate  and  embitter. — Hence  likewife  they  will  avoid  the  neceffity  of 
thofe  overgrown  military  eftablifhments  which,  under  any  form  of  govern- 
ment, are  inaufpicious  to  liberty,  and  which  are  to  be  regarded  as  particularly 
hoftile  to  republican  liberty  ;  in  this  fenfe  it  is,  that  your  union  ou<»-ht  to  be 
confidered  as  a  main  prop  of  your  liberty,  and  that  the  love  of  the  one  ought 
to  endear  to  you  the  prefervation  of  the  other. 

Thefe  considerations  fpeak  a  perfuafive  language  to  every  reflecting  and  vir- 
tuous mind,  and  exhibit  the  continuance  of  the  union  as  «  primary  object  of 
patriotic  defire. — Is  there  a  doubt  whether  a  common  government  can  embrace 
fo  large  a  fphere  ? — Let  experience  folve  it.  To  liften  to  mere  (peculation 
in  fuch  a  cafe  were  criminal.  We  are  authorized  to  hope  that  a  proper  orga- 
nization of  the  whole,  with  auxiliary  agency  of  governments  for  the  refpective 
fubdivifions,  will  afford  a  happy  iffue  to  the  experiment.  'Tis  welt  worth  a 
fair  and  full  experiment.  Vv'ich  fuch  powerful  and  obvious  motives  to  union, 
affecting  all  parts  of  our  country,  while  experience  fha.11  nor  have  demonftrated 
its  impracticability,  there  will  always  be  rcafon  to  ciifrnft  the  paniotifm  of 
thofe  who  in  any  quarter  may  endeavour  to  weaken  its  bur 

In  contemplating  the  caufes  which  may  difturb  our  union,  it  occurs  r. 
matter  of  ferious  concern,  that  any  ground  fhould  have   been   furnifhec!  for 
characterifmg  parties  by  ^  ;r  ?/<^v,?/difcriminations — Nor/hern  rmd  Scrlhcr;: — 
Atlantic  and  Wejhrn  ;  whence  designing  men  may  endeavour  to  excite  a  belief 
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that  there  is  a  real  difference  of  local  interefts  and  views.     One  of  the  expedi- 
ents of  party  to  acquire  influence,  within  particular  diftricts,  is  to  mifrcprefent 
the  opinions  and  aims  of  other  diftricls.      You  cannot  ihield  yourfelves   too 
much  againfl  the  jealoufies  and  lieart  burnings  which  fpring  from  thefe  mif- 
reprefentations  :  They  tend  to  render  alien  to  each  other  thofe  who  ought  to 
be  bound  together  by  fraternal  affection.     The  inhabitants   of  our  weftern 
country  have  lately  had  a  ufeful  leflbn  on  this  head  :  They  have  feen,  in  the 
negociation  by  the  executive,  and  in  the  unanimous  ratification  by  the  Senate, 
of  the   treaty  with   Spain,  and   in    the   univerfal   fatisfaction    at   that   event 
throughout  the  United  States,  a  decifive  proof  how  unfounded  were  the  fufpi- 
cions  propagated   among  them  of  a  policy  in  the  general  government  and  in 
the  Atlantic  dates  unfriendly  to  their  interefh  in  regard  to  the  Mississippi  : 
They  have  been  witneffes  to  the  formation  of  two  treaties,  that  with  Great- 
Britain  and  that  with  Spain,  which  fecure  to  them  every  thing  they  could  de- 
iire,  in  refpect  to  our  foreign  relations,  towards  confirming  their  profperity. 
Will  it  not  be  their  wifdom  to  rely  for  the  prcfervation  of  tbefe  advantages  on 
the  union  by  which  they  were  procured  ?  Will  they  not  henceforth  be  deaf 
to  thofe  advifers,  if  fuch  there  are,  who  would  fever  them  from  their  brethren 
and  connect  them  with  aliens  ? 

To  the  efficacy  and  permanency  of  your  union,  a  government  for  the  whole 
is  indifpenfable — No  alliances,  however  flrict,  between  the  parts  can  be  an  ade- 
quate fubftitute  ;  they  mult  inevitably  experience  the  infractions  and  inter- 
ruptions which  all  alliances  in  all  times  have  experienced.  Senfible  of  this 
momentous  truth,  you  have  improved  upon  your  firft  effay,  by  the  adoption 
of  a  conflitution  of  government  better  calculated  than  your  former  for  an  in- 
timate union,  and  for  the  efficacious  management  of  your  common  concerns. 
This  government,  the  offspring  of  our  own  choice,  uninfluenced  and  unawed, 
adopted  upon  full  inveftigation  and  mature  deliberation,  completely  free  in  its 
principles,  in  the  diftribution  of  its  powers,  uniting  fecurity  with  energy,  and 
containing  within  itfelf  a  provifion  for  its  own  amendment,  has  a  juft  claim  to 
your  confidence  and  your  fupport.  Refpect  for  its  authority,  compliance  with 
its  laws,  acquiefcence  in  its  meafures,  are  duties  enjoined  by  the  fundamental 
maxims  of  true  liberty.  The  bafis  of  our  political  fyftems  is  the  right  of  the 
people  to  make  and  to  alter  their  conftitutions  of  government — But  the  con- 
flitution, which  at  any  time  exifls,  'till  changed  by  an  explicit  and  authentic 
act  of  the  whole  people,  is  facredly  obligatory  upon  all.  'J  he  very  idea  of  the 
power  and  the  right  of  the  people  to  eflablifh  government  prefuppofes  the  du- 
ty of  every  individual  to  obey  the  eftablifhed  government. 

All  obftructions  to  the  execution  of  the  laws,  all  combinations  and  affilia- 
tions, under  whatever  plaufible  character,  with  the  real  defign  to  direct,  con- 
troul,  counteract,  or  awe  the  regular  deliberation  and  action  of  the  conltituted 
authorities,  are  defhuctive  of  this  fundamental  principle,  and  of  fatal  tendency. 
They  ferve  to  organize  faction,  to  give  it  an  artificial  and  extraordinary  force 
— to  put  in  the  place  of  the  delegated  will  of  the  nation,  the  will  of  a  party,  of- 
ten a  fmall,  but  artful  and  cnterprizing  minority  of  the  community  ;  and, 
according  to  the  alternate  triumphs  of  different  parties,  to  make  the  public 
adminiflration  the  mirror  of  the  ill-concerted  and  incongruous  projects  of 
faction,  rather  than  the  organ  of  confident  and  wholefome  plans  digefled  by- 
common  councils,  and  modified  by  mutual  interefts. 

However  combinations  or  aflbciations  of  the  above  defcription  may  now 
and  then  anfwer  popular  ends,  they  are  likely  in  the  courfe  of  time  and  thing* 
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to  become  potent  engines,  by  which  cunning,  ambitious  and  unprincipled  men 
will  be  enabled  to  fubvert  the  power  of  the  people,  and  to  ufurp  for  them- 
felves  the  reins  of  government ;  deftroying  afterw ards  the  very  engines  which 
have  lifted  them  to  unjuft  dominion. 

Towards  the  prefervation  of  your  government,  and  the  permanency  of  your 
prefent  happy  date,  it  is  requifite,  not  only  that  you  fpeedily  difcountenance 
irregular  oppofitions  to  its  acknowledged  authority,  but  alfo  that  you  refill 
With  care  the  fpirit  of  innovation  upon  its  principles  however  fpecious  the  pre- 
texts. One  method  of  affault  may  be  to  effect  in  the  forms  of  the  conflitution 
alterations  which  will  impair  the  energy  of  the  fyftem,  and  thus  to  undermine 
what  cannot  be  directly  overthrown.  In  all  the  changes  to  which  you  may 
be  invited,  remember  that  time  and  habit  are  at  leaft  as  neceffary  to  fix  the 
true  character  of  governments,  as  of  other  human  inftitutions — that  experi- 
ence is  the  fureft  ftandard,  by  which  to  teft  the  real  tendency  of  the  existing 
conflitution  of  a  country — that  facility  in  changes  upon  the  credit  of  mere 
hypothefis  and  opinion,  expofes  to  perpetual  change,  from  the  endlefs  variety 
of  hypothefis  and  opinion  ;  and  remember,  efpecially,  that  for  the  efficient 
management  of  your  common  interefts,  in  a  country  fo  extenfive  as  ours,  a 
government  of  as  much  vigour  as  is  confident  with  the  perfect  fecurity  of  li- 
berty, is  indifpenfable.  Liberty  itfelf  will  find  in  fuch  a  government,  with 
powers  properly  diftributed  and  adjufled,  its  fureft  guardian.  It  is,  indeed, 
little  elfe  than  a  name,  where  the  government  is  too  feeble  to  withftand  the  en- 
terprifes  of  faction,  to  confine  each  member  of  the  fociety  within  the  limits 
prefcribed  by  the  laws,  and  to  maintain  all  in  the  fecure  and  tranquil  enjoy- 
ment of  the  rights  of  perfon  and  property. 

I  have  already  intimated  to  you,  the  danger  of  parties  in  the  flate,  with  par- 
ticular reference  to  the  founding  of  them  on  geographical  difcriminations. 
Let  me  now  take  a  more  comprehenfive  view,  and  warn  you  in  the  mofl  folemn 
manner  againfl  the  baneful  effects  of  the  fpirit  of  party,  generally. 

This  fpirit,  unfortunately,  is  infeparable  from  our  nature,  having  its  root  in 
the  flrongeft  pafllons  of  the  human  mind. — Itexifls  under  different  fhapes  in 
all  governments,  more  or  lefs  flifled,  controuled,  or  repreffed  ;  but  in  thofe  of 
the  popular  form,  it  is  feen  in  its  greatefl  ranknefs,  and  is  truly  their  worft 
enemy. 

The  alternate  domination  of  one  faction  over  another,  fharpened  by  the  fpi- 
rit of  revenge,  natural  to  party  diffention,  which  in  different  ages  and  coun- 
tries has  perpetrated  the  mofl  horrid  enormities,  is  itfelf  a  frightful  defpotifm. 

— But  this  leads  at  length  to  a  more  formal  and  permanent  defpotifm. The 

diforders  and  miferies,  which  refult,  gradually  incline  the  minds  of  men  to 
feek  fecurity  and  repofe  in  the  abfolute  povver  of  an  individual  ;  and  fooner  or 
later  the  chief  of  fome  prevailing  fadion,  more  able  or  more  fortunate  than 
his  competitors,  turns  this  difpofition  to  the  purpofes  of  his  own  elevation  on 
the  ruins  of  public  liberty. 

Without  looking  forward  to  an  extremity  of  this  kind  (which  nevertheleft 
ought  not  to  be  entirely  out  of  fight)  the  common  and  continual  mifchiefs 
of  the  fpirit  of  party  are  fufficient  to  make  it  the  intereft  and  duty  of  a  wife 
people  to  difcourage  and  reftrain  it. 

It  ferves  always  to  diffract  the  public  councils  and  enfeeble  the  public  admi- 
niftration.     It  agitates  the  community  with  ill-founded  jealoufies  and  faTe 
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alarms ;  kindles  the  animofity  of  one  part  againft  another,  foments  occafion- 
ally  riot  and  infurrection.  It  opens  the  door  to  foreign  influence  and  corrup- 
tion, which  find  a  facilitated  accefs  to  the  government  itfelf  through  the  chan- 
of  party  paflions.  Thus  the  policy  and  will  of  one  country  are  fubje&ed 
to  the  policy  and  will  of  another. 

There  is  an  opinion  that  parties  in  free  countries  are  ufeful  checks  upon  the 
;i miration  of  the  government,  and  ferve  to  keep  alive  the  fpirit  of  liberty. 
1  (lis  within  certain  limits  is  probably  true  ;  and  in  governments  of  a  monar- 
chical call,  patriotifm  may  look  with  indulgence,  if  not  with  favour,  upon  the 
fpirit  of  party.  But  in  thofe  of  the  popular  character,  in  governments  pure- 
ly elective,  it  is  a  fpirit  not  to  be  encouraged.  From  their  natural  tendency, 
it  is  certain  there  will  always  be  enough  of  that  fpirit  for  every  falutarv  pur- 
pofe.  And  there  being  conftant  danger  of  excefs,  the  effort  ought  to  be,  by 
force  of  public  opinion,  to  mitigate  and  afluage  it.  A  fire  not  to  be  quenched ; 
it  demands  a  uniform  vigilance  to  prevent  its  burfling  into  a  flame,  led,  in- 
stead of  wanning  it  fhould  confume. 

It  is  important  likewife,  that  the  habits  of  thinking  in  a  free  country  fhould 
infpire  caution  in  thofe  entrufted  with  its  adminiftration,  to  confine  them- 
felves  within  their  refpective  conflitutional  fpheres,  avoiding  in  the  excrcife 
of  the  powers  of  one  department  to  encroach  upon  another.  The  fpirit  of  en- 
croachment tends  to  confolidatc  the  powers  of  all  the  departments  in  one,  and 
thus  to  create,  whatever  the  form  of  government,  a  real  defpotifm.  Ajuft 
eftimate  of  that  love  of  power,  and  pronenefs  to  abufe  it,  which  predominates 
in  the  human  heart,  is  fufficient  to  fatisfy  us  of  the  truth  of  this  pofition.  The 
neceflity  of  reciprocal  checks  in  the  exercife  of  political  power  ;  by  dividing 
and  distributing  it  into  different  depofitories,  and  conflituting  each  the  guard- 
ian of  the  public  weal  againft  invslions  by  the  others,  has  been  evinced  by  ex- 
periments ancient. and  modern  ;  fome  of  them  in  our  country  and  under  our 
own  eyes.  To  preferve  them  muft  be  as  necefTary  as  to  inftitute  them.  If, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  people,  the  diflribution  or  modification  of  the  conflitu- 
tional powers  be  in  any  particular  wrong,  let  it  be  corrected  by  an  amend- 
ment in  the  way  which  the  conftitution  defignates. — But  let  there  be  no 
change  by  ufurpation  ;  for  though  this,  in  one  inftance,  may  be  the  inftru- 
ment  of  good,  it  is  thecuftomary  weapon  by  which  free  governments  aredef- 
troyed. — The  precedent  mvift  always  greatly  overbalance  in  permanent  evil  any 
partial  or  tranfient  benefit  which  the  ufc  can  at  any  time  yield. 

Of  all  the  difpofitions  and  habits  which  lead  to  political  profperity,  religion 
and  morality  are  indifpenfablefupports.  In  vain  would  that  man  claim  the  trib- 
ute of  patriotifm, who  mould  labor  to  fubvert  thefe  great  pillars  of  human  happi- 
jiefs,  thefe  firmeft  props  of  the  duties  of  men  and  citizens.  The  mere  politi- 
cian, equally  with  the  pious  man,  ought  to  refpectand  to  cherifh  them.  A  vol- 
ume could  not  trace  all  their  connections  with  private  and  public  felicity. 
Let  it  fimply  be  afked,  where  is  the  fecurity  for  property,  for  reputation,  for 
life,  if  the  fenfe  of  religious  obligation  defert  the  oaths,  which  are  the  inftru- 
ments  of  inveftigation  in  courts  of  jufticc  ?  And  let  us  with  caution  indulge 
the  fuppofition,  that  morality  can  be  maintained  without  religion.  Whatever 
may  be  conceded  to  the  influence  of  refined  education  on  minds  of  peculiar 
ftructure  ;  reafon  and  experience  both  forbid  us  to  expect  that  national  morali- 
ty can  prevail  in  excluflon  of  religious  principle. 

'Tis  fubftantially  true,  that  virtue  or  morality  is  a  necefTary  fpring  of  po- 
pular government.     The  rule  indeed  extends  with  more  or  lefs  force  to  every 
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fpecies  of  free  government.     Who  that  is  a  fincere  friend  to  it  can  look  with 
indifference  upon  attempts  to  fhake  the  foundation  of  the  fabric  ? 

Promote,  then,  as  an  object  of  primary  importance,  inftitutions  for  the  gene- 
ral diffufion  of  knowledge.  In  proportion  as  the  ftructure  of  a  government 
gives  force  to  public  opinion,  it  is  effential  that  public  opinion  Ihould  be  en- 
lightened. 

As  a  very  important  fource  of  ftrength  and  fecurity,  cherifh  public  credit. 
One  method  of  preferving  it,  is  to  ufe  it  asfparingly  as  poflible  ;  avoiding  oc- 
cafions  of  expenfe  by  cultivating  peace  ;  but  remembering  alfb  that  timely 
difburfements  to  prepare  fordanger,  frequently  prevent  much  greater  difburfe- 
ments  to  repel  it ;  avoiding  likewife  the  accumulation  of  debt,  not  only  by 
fhunning  occafions  of  expenfe,  but  by  vigorous  exertions  in  time  of  peace  to 
difcharge  the  debts  which  unavoidable  war  may  have  occafioned,  not  ungen- 
eroufly  throwing  upon  pofterity  the  burthen  which  we  ourfelves  ought  to 
bear. — The  execution  of  thefe  maxims  belongs  to  your  reprefentatives,  but 
it  is  neceffary  that  public  opinion  fhould  co-operate. — To  facilitate  to  therfi  the 
performance  of  their  duty,  it  is  effential  that  you  mould  practically  bear  in 
mind,  that  towards  the  payment  of  debts  there  muft  be  revenue  ;  that  to  have 
revenue  there  muft  be  taxes  ;  that  no  taxes  can  be  devifed  which  are  not  more 
or  lefs  inconvenient  and  unpleafant  ;  that  the  intrinlic  embarraffment  infepa- 
rable  from  the  {"election  of  the  proper  objects  (which  is  always  a  choice  of  diffi- 
culties) ought  to  be  a  decifive  motive  for  a  candid  conftruction  of  the  conduct 
of  the  government  in  making  it,  and  for  a  fpirit  of  acquiefcence  in  the  mea- 
fures,  for  obtaining  revenue  which  the  public  exigences  may  at  any  time  dic- 
tate. 

Obferve  good  faith  and  juftice  towards  nations,  cultivate  Peace  and  Har- 
mony with  all ;  Religion  and  Morality  enjoin  this  conduct ;  and  can  it  be 
that  good  policy  does  not  equally  enjoin  it  ?  It  will  be  worthy  of  a  free,  en- 
lightened, and,  at  no  diftant  period,  a  great  nation,  to  give  to  mankind  the 
magnanimous  and  too  novel  example  of  a  people  always  guided  by  an  exalted 
juftice  and  benevolence.  Who  can  doubt  that  in  the  courfe  of  time  and 
things  the  fruits  of  fuch  a  plan  would  richly  repay  any  temporary  advantages 
which  might  be  loft  by  a  fleady  adherence  to  it  ?  Can  it  be,  that  Providence 
has  not  connected  the  permanent  felicity  of  a  nation  with  its  virtue  ?  The  ex- 
periment, at  leaft,  is  recommended  by  every  fentiment  which  ennobles  human 
nature.     Alas  !  is  it  rendered  impoflible  by  its  vices  ? 

In  the  execution  of  fuch  a  plan,  nothing  is  more  effential  than  that  perma- 
nent, inveterate  antipathies  againft  particular  nations,  and  paffionate  attach- 
ments for  others  fhould  be  excluded;  and  that  in  place  of  them  juft  and  amicable 
feelings  towards  all  fhould  be  cultivated.  The  nation,  which  indulges  towards 
another  an  habitual  hatred,  or  an  habitual  fondnefs,is  in  fome  degree  a  flave.  It  is 
a  flave  to  its  animofity  or  to  its  affection,  either  of  which  is  fufEcient  to  lead  it 
aftray  from  its  duty  and  its  intereft.  Antipathy  in  one  nation  againft  ano- 
ther difpofes  each  more  readily  to  offer  infult  and  injury,  to  lay  hold  of  flight 
caufes  of  umbrage,  and  to  be  haughty  and  intractable  when  accidental  or  trifling 
occafions  of  difpute  occur.  Hence  frequent  collifions,obftinate,  envenomed 
and  bloody  contefts.  The  nation,  prompted  by  ill  will  and  refentment,  fome- 
times  impels  to  war  the  Government,  contrary  to  the  beft  calculations  of  poli- 
cy. The  Government  fometimes  participates  in  the  national  propenfity,  and 
adopts,  through  paffion,  what  reafon  would  reject ;  at  other  times,  it  makes 
the  animofity  of  the  nation  fubfervient  to   projects  of  hoftility  inftigated    by 
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pride,  ambition  and  other  unifier  and  pernicious  motive?.     The  peace  often, 
fometimes  perhaps  the  liberty  of  nations  has  been  the  victim. 

So  like  wife,  a  paffionate  attachment  of  one  nation  for  another  produces  a 
variety  of  evils.  Sympathy  for  the  favourite  nation,  facilitating  the  illufion  of 
an  imaginary  common  intereft,  in  cafes  where  no  real  common  intereft  exifls, 
and.  infufing  into  one  the  enmities  of  the  other,  betrays  the  former  into  a  par- 
ticipation in  the  quarrels  and  wars  of  the  latter,  without  adequate  inducement 
or  justification.  It  leads  alfo  to  conceflions  to  the  favourite  nation  of  privileges 
denied  to  others,  which  is  apt  doubly  to  injure  the  nation  making  the  concef- 
fions,  by  unneceflarily  parting  with  what  ought  to  have  b.een  retained  ;  and  by 
exciting  jealoufy,  ill  will  and  a  difpofition  to  retaliate,  in  the  parties  from 
whom  equal  privileges  are  withheld  ;  and  it  gives  to  ambitious,  corrupted,  or 
deluded  citizens  (who  devote  themfelves  to  the  favourite  nation)  facility  to  be- 
tray, or  Sacrifice  the  interefts  of  their  own  country,  without  odium,  fometimes 
even  with  popularity  ;  gilding  with  the  appearances  of  a  virtuous  fenfe  of  ob- 
ligation, a  commendable  deference  for  public  opinion,  or  a  laudable  zeal  for 
public  good,  the  bafe  or  foolifh  compliances  of  ambition,  corruption  or  infa- 
tuation. 

As  avenues  to  foreign  influence-in  innumerable  ways,  fuch  attachments  are 
particularly  alarming  to  the  truly  enlightened  and  independent  patriot.  How 
many  opportunities  do  they  afford  to  tamper  with  domeftic  factions,  to  prac- 
tice the  arts  of  feduction,  to  miflead  public  opinion,  to  influence  or  awe  the 
public  councils.  Such  an  attachment  of  a  fmall  or  weak,  towards  a  great  and 
powerful  nation,  dooms  the  former  to  be  the  fatellite  of  the  latter. 

Againfl  the  infiduous  wiles  of  foreign  influence  (I  conjure  you  to  believe 
me,  fellow-citizens)  the  jealpufy  of  a  free  people  ought  to  be  conjlantly  awake  ; 
flnce  hiftory  and  experience  prove  that  foreign  influence  is  one  of  the  mod 
baneful  foes  of  republican  government.  But  that  jealoufy  to  be  ufeful  mufl 
be  impartial  ;  elfe  it  becomes'the  instrument  of  the  very  influence  to  be  avoid- 
ed, inftead  of  a  defence  againfl  it. — Excefhve  partiality  for  one  foreign  nation, 
'  and  excefhve  diflike  of  another,  caufe  thofe  whom  they  actuate  to  fee  danger 
onlv  on  one  fide,  and  ferve  to  veil  and  even  Second  the  arts  of  influence  on 
the  other. — Real  patriots,  who  may  refifl  the  intrigues  of  the  favourite,  are  lia- 
ble to  become  fufpected  and  odious  ;  while  its  tools  and  dupes  ufurp  the  ap- 
plaufe  and  confidence  of  the  people,  to  furrender  their  interefts. 

The  great  rule  of  conduct  for  us,  in  regard  to  foreign  nations,  is  in  extend- 
ing our  commercial  relations,  to  have  with  them  as  little  political  connection  as 
pofhble.  So  far  as  we  have  already  formed  engagements,  let  them  be  fulfilled 
with  perfect  good  faith. — Here  let  us  flop. 

Europe  has  .a  fet  of  primary  interefts,  which  to  us  have  none,  or  a  very  re- 
mote'relation.  Hence  fhe  mufl  be  engaged  in  frequent  controverfies,  the  cauf- 
es  of  which  are  efTentially  foreign  to  our  concerns.  Hence,  therefore,  it  mure 
be  unwife  in  us  to  implicate  ourfelves  by  artificial  ties,  in  the  ordinary  vicifli- 
tudes  of  her  politics,  or  the  ordinary  combinations  and  collifions  of  her  friend- 
ships, or  enmities. 

Our  detached  and  diftant  Situation  invites  and  enables  us  to  purfue  a  differ- 
ent courfe.  If  we  remain  one  people,  under  an  efficient  government,  the  peri- 
od is  not  far  off  when  we  may  defy  material  injury  from  external  annoyance  ; 
when  we  may  take  fuch  an  attitude  as  will  caufe  the  neutrality,  we  may  at 
any  time  refolve  upon,  to  be  fcrupuloufly  refpected  ;  when  belligerent  nations, 
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under  the  impoflibility  of  making  acquifitions  upon  us,  will  not  lightly  hazard 
the  giving  us  provocation  ;  when  we  may  choofe  peace  or  war,  as  our  intereft, 
guided  by  juftice,  fhall  counfcl. 

Why  forego  the  advantages  of  fo  peculiar  a  fituation  ?  Why  quit  our  own 
to  ftand  upon  foreign  ground  ?  Why,  by  interweaving  our  deftiny  with  that 
of  any  part  of  Europe,  entangle  our  peace  and  profperity  in  the  toils  of  Euro- 
pean ambition,  rivalfhip,  intereft,  humour  or  caprice  I 

'Tis  our  true  policy  to  fteer  clear  of  permanent  alliances  with  any  portion  of 
the  foreign  world  ;  fo  far,  I  mean,  as  we  are  now  at  liberty  to  do  it ;  for  let  me 
not  be  underftood  as  capable  of  patronifing  infidelity  to  exifting  engagements, 
I  hold  the  maxim  no  lefs  applicable  to  public  than  to  private  affairs,  that  ho- 
nefty  is  always  the  beft  policy.  I  repeat  it,  therefore,  let  thofe  engagements  be 
obferved  in  their  genuine  fenfe.  But,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  unneceflary  and 
would  be  unwife  to  extend  them. 

Taking  care  always  to  keep  ourfelves,  by  fuitable  eftablifhments,  on  a  ref- 
pectable  defenfive  pofture,  we  may  fafely  truft  to  temporary  alliances  for  ex- 
traordinary emergencies. 

Harmony,  liberal  intercourfe  with  all  nations,  are  recommended  by  policy, 
humanity,  and  intereft.     But  even  our  commercial  policy  fhould  hold  an  equal 
and  impartial  hand  ;  neither  feeking  nor  granting  exclufive  favours  or  prefer- 
ences \  confulting  the  natural  courfe  of  things  ;  diffufing  and  diverfifying  by 
gentle  means  the  ftreams  of  commerce,  but   forcing   nothing ;  eftablifhing, 
with  powers  fo  difpofed,  in  order  to  give  trade  a  ftable  courfe.,  to  define  the 
rights  of  our  merchants,  and  to  enable  the  government  to  fupport  them  ;  con- 
ventional rules  of  intercourfe,  the  beft  that  prefent  circumftances  and  mutual 
opinion  will  permit,  but  temporary,  and  liable  to  be  from  time  to  time  aban- 
doned or  varied,  as  experience   and   circumftances  fhall  dictate  ;  conftantly 
keeping  in  view,  that  'tis  folly  in  one  nation  to  look  for  difinterefted  favours 
from  another ;  that  it  muft  pay  with  a  portion  of  its  independence  for  what- 
ever it  may   accept  under  that  character ;  that  by  fuch  acceptance,  it  may 
place  itfclf  in  the  condition  of  having  given  equivalents  for  nominal  favours, 
and  yet  of  being  reproached  with  ingratitude  for  not  giving  more.     There 
can  be  no  greater  error  than  to  expect,  or  calculate  upon  real  favours  from  na- 
tion to  nation.     'Tis  an  illufion  which  experience  muft  cure,  which  a  juft 
pride  ought  to  difcard. 

In  offering  to  you,  my  countrymen,  thefe  counfels  of  an  old  and  affection- 
ate friend,  I  dare  not  hope  they  will  make  the  ftrong  and  lafting  imprefnon  I 
could  wifh  ;  that  they  will  controul  the  ufual  current  of  the  paffions,  or  pre- 
vent our  nation  from  running  the  courfe  which  has  hitherto  marked  the  def- 
tiny of  nations  :  But  if  I  may  even  flatter  myfelf  that  they  may  be  productive 
of  fome  partial  benefit,  fome  occafional  good  ;  that  they  may  now  and  then 
recur  to  moderate  the  fury  of  party  fpirit,  to  warn  againft  the  mifchiefs  of  fo- 
reign intrigues,  to  guard  againft  the  impoftures  of  pretended  patriotifm  ;  this 
hope  will  be  a  full  recompenfe  for  the  folicitude  for  your  welfare,  by  which 
they  have  been  dictated. 

How  far,  in  the  difcharge  of  my  official  duties,  I  have  been  guided  by  the 
principles  which  have  been  delineated,  the  public  records  and  other  evidences 
of  my  conduct  muft  witnefs  to  you  and  to  the  world.  To  myfelf,  the  aflur- 
ance  of  my  conscience  is,  that  I  have  at  leaft  believed  myfelf  to  be  guided  by 
them. 

A  a 
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In  relation  to  the  full  fu  buffing  war  in  Europe,  my  proclamation  of  the  23d 
of  April,  179;,,  is  the  index  to  my  plan.  Sanctioned  by  your  approving  voice 
and  by  that  of  your  reprefentatives  in  both  houfes  of  Congjtffo  the  fpirit  of 
that  meafure  has  continually  governed  me  ;  uninfluenced  b}-  any  attempts  to 
Bkceir  or  divert  me  from  it/ 

After  deliberate  examination,  with  the  aid  of  the  bed  lights  I  could  obtain, 
T  was  well  iatisf  :d  that  our  country,  under  all  the  circumftances  of  the  cafe, 
had  a  right  to  take,  and  was  bound  in  duty  and  intcrcil,  to  take  a  neutral  po- 
iition.  Having  taken  it,  I  determined,  as  far  as  ihould  depend  upon  me,  to 
maintain  it,  with  moderation,  perfeverance  and  firmnefs. 

The  conlulcrations  which  refpect  the  right  to  hold  this  conduct,  it  is  not 
nccednrv  on  tTiis  occafion  to  detail.  I  will  only  obferve,  that  according  to  my 
tmderllanding  of  the  matter,  that  right,  Co  far  from  being  denied  by  any  of 
the  belligerent  powers,  has  been  virtually  admitted  by  all. 

The  duty  of  holding  a  neutral  conduct  may  be  inferred,  without  any  thing 
more,  from  the  ation  which  juftice  and  humanity  impofe  on  evert  nation 

m  Cares  In  wmch  it  is  free  to  act,  to'maint'am  inviolate  the  relations   of  peace 
and  amity  towards  other  nations. 

1  he  inducements  of  intereil  tor  obferving  that  co  u-el  will  bcfl  be  referred 
to  your  own  reflections  and  experience.  With  me,  a; predominant  motive  has 
been  to  endeavour  to  gain  time  to  our  country  to  fettle  and  mature  its  yet  re- 
cent institutions,  and'  to  progrefs  without  interruption,  to  that  decree  of 
Strength  and  confiflency,  which  is  ncceiTary  to  give  it,  humanly   ipeaking,  the 

nmand  of  its  own  fortunes. 

.  Lough  in  reviewing  the  incidents  of  mv  adminiftration,  I  am  imconfeious 
of  intentional  error  ;  I  an\  neverthelefs  too  fenfible  of  my  defects  not  to  think  it 
probable  that  I  may  have  committed  many  errors.  Whatever  thev  may  be,  I  fer- 
vently befeech  the  Almighty  to  avert  or  mitigate  the  evils  to  which  they  may 
tend.  I  mall  alfo  carry  with  me  the  hope  that  my  country  will  never  ccafe  to 
.view  them  with  indulgence  ;  and  that  after  forty-five  years  of  my  life  dedi- 
cated to  its  fervicc,  with  an  upright  zeal,  the  faults  of  incompetent  abilities 
will  be  configned  to  oblivion,  as  myfelf  muft  foon  be  to  the  manfions  of  reft. 

Relying  on  its  kindnefs  in  this  as  in  other  things,  and  actuated  by  that  fer- 
vent love  towards  it,  which  is  fo  natural  to  a  man,  who  views  in  it  the  native 
foil  of  himfelf  and  his  progenitors  for  feveral  generations ;   I   anticipate  with 
pleafmg  expectation  that  retreat,  to  which  I  promife  myfelf  to  realize,  without 
alloy,  the  fweet  enjoyment  of  partaking,   in  the  midif  of  my  fellow-citizens, 
benign  influence  of  good  laws  under  a  free  government — the  ever  favourite 
-el  of  my  heart,  and  the  happy  reward,  as  I  truft,  of  our  mutual  cares,  la- 
ub  and  dangers.

on  the  ad  day  of  July,  1776  ;  by  reafon  whereof  the  people  have  not  been 
equally  represented  in  the  Legiflature,  but  according  to  the  accidental  and  va- 
rying proportions  of  certain  diftricts  in  counties  containing  a  very  difpropor- 
tionate  population  ;  and  alfo,  becaufe  military  and  civil ;  the  executive,  judi- 
cial and  legillative  departments  (which  ought  to  be  as  diftinct  as  polhble)  are 
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tt,nited  and  intermixed,  {o  as  to  caufc  confufion,  innovation  and  expenfe,  and 
all  the   bad   confequences  flowing  from  a  government  without  checks,   and 
without  a  precife  principle  of  refponfibility  annexed  to  its  feveral  departments  ; 
and  whereas  it  is  right  and  expedient  that  the  people  fhould  have  an  opportu- 
nity afforded  to  them,  of  peaceably  and  fairly  invelVigating   and  reviling  the 
articles  of  their  affociation  long  finCe  formed,  at  the  crifis  of  a  revolution,  and 
in  circumstances  unfavorable  to  an  accurate  adjuftment  of  the  political  fabric  ; 
and  whereas  the  exifting  conftitution  doth  not  point  out  any  method  to  be  ob- 
served in  amending  its  defects   when  difcovcred  : — Now,    therefore,  we    the 
perfons  chofen  to  reprefent  the  people  in  the  feveral  counties  of  the  Hate  of  New- 
Jerfey,  yielding  to  a  confuleration  produced   by  the  foregoing  reafons,  are  of 
opinion,  that  a  convention  of  delegates,  of  the  people  freely  chofen,  ought   to 
be  holden  for  true  purpofe  of  revifing  and  amending  the  prefent  charter  of  go- 
vernment ;  wherefore,  we  do  hereby  refolve  and  recommend,  that  at  the  days 
and  times  appointed  by  the  conftitution  and  laws  of  this  ftate  for  the  choofing 
of  members  of  the  Legislature  and  other  officers  for  the  enfuing  year,  the  good 
people  qualified  to  vote,  do  choofe  three  perfons  in  their  feveral  counties,  by 
plurality  of  votes,  to  reprefent  them  in  a  General  Convention,  to  be  holden  at 
on  the  day  of  next,  for  the  purpofes  of  revifing,  altering 

and  amending  the  prefent  conftitution  of  the  ftate,  in  fuch  a  manner  and  form 
as  to  the  faid  convention  fhall  feem  meet.

THAT,  under  the  existing  laws  of  this  ftate,  an  executor  or  adminiftrator 
is  entitled  to  give  a  preference  to  fuch  creditors  as  he  may  think  proper, 
where  more  than  one  poSTeSTes  the  fame  and  higheft  degree  of  evidence  of  their 
debts  ;  that  the  policy  of  this  difcretion  may  be  highly  questionable,  as  it  may 
in  many  inflances  defeat  entirely  the  claims  of  thofe  who  arc  in  juftice  equal- 
ly intitled  ;  that  in  fome  cafes  the  wifdom  of  the  Legislature  hath  made  pro- 
vision for  an  equal  distribution  of  the  eftate  to  all  creditors  where  there  is  not 
fuSBcient  to  pay  the  whole,  fuch  as  in  that  of  an  abfeonding  debtor  and  in  that 
of  infolvency.  He  would  therefore  beg  leave  to  fuggeft  the  propriety  of  paST- 
ing  a  law  to  controul  the  power  which  is  veSted  in  executors  and  administrators 
to  difcriminate  between  thofe  whofe  precaution  have  placed  them  upon  the 
fame  footing  in  point  of  priority,  fo  that  there  may  be  an  equal  distribution  as 
to  thofe  debts  Should  it  be  thought  improper  to  extend  the  provision  further.

belong  ;  that  from  the  obfervation  of  your  committee  it  appears,  that  the  pre- 
fent  fecretary  has  paid  great  attention  to  the  office  Since  his  appointment  ; 
that  he  hath  recorded  all  the  letters  of  administration,  wills  and  other  papers 
which  were  depofited  in  faid  office  Since  the  fecond  day  of  July,  1776,  agreea- 
bly to  law,  and  that  fo  far  as  original  papers  have  been  filed  by  the  prefent  fe- 
cretary they  appear  to  be  properly  filed  and  arranged. 

The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  fome  provifion  ought  to  be  made  to  ar- 
range the  irregular  files  in  proper  order,  and  to  prevent  the  books  of  records 
and  original  papers  from  being  taken  out  of  the  office  as  evidence,  or  for  any 
other  purpofe,  and  recommend  the  paffing  a  law  to  prevent  the  fame.
